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 gyFAVORABLE FREIGHT REPORTS. 


Railroads Pushing Them to the Wall by 
Qnerous Exactions—An. Exchange of 
Opinions on the Subject. 
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Aveany, Ga., January 15.—[Special.]-—The 
melon growers of south Georgia feel rather 
blue over the prospect for the coming year. 

At the last mecting of the South Georgia 
Fruit and Melon-Growers association a com- 

- mittee Was appointed to confer with the 
southern Steamsiiip and Railway association 
as to correcting its errors as to weight per car. 

yvlaints are made that the weights at 
Albany are carelessly determined, the 
cars being weighed while passing 
ever the scales, without being uncoupled. 
Thousands of pounds of excess weight have 
thus been put upon the cars. Furthermore, 
they are re-weighed by each connecting road 
and in many cases as much as two thensand 
pounds are added by each road until the over- 
charge of weight would amount to seven or 
eight thousand pounds. The committees were 
met cordially, but no concessions were made. 

NO HOPE FOR THE NORTHWEST. 

Mr. J. L. Hand was appointed a committee 
to confer with the rate committee, at Chicago, 
of the roads north of the Ohio-river, as toa 
reduction of freight-rates on their lines. They 
stated that it was too late in the season, that 
the rate-sheets were alreddy issued; that the 
southern roads were always represented as pro 
rate of freight on the north-bound shipments, 
but never agreed to pro rate on south-bound 
‘articles, manufactured. goods; ete. It was 
suggested to the Southern association that the 
weight of melons be estimated by measure- 
ment of cubic feet, and a melon line drawn in 
the cars. This they would not agree to. 

OPINIONS OF LEADING GROWERS. 

Said Mr. J. R. Forrester, one of the iargest 
growers in this section : 

“The roads have in their possession between 
one and two thousand dollars of my money ob- 
tained from overcharges on weights. I intend 
to get it back from them, and will press my 
claims in small amounts before a justice court, 
from which there will be no appeal. I also 
intend to place wagon scales at my shipping 
point, and will have my cars weighed be- 
fore a sworn official, and will compel the 
railroad to take them at the correct weight. I 
will only take bills of lading containing guar- 
anteed weights and guaranteed charges. The 
connecting roads are compelled, acting as 
agents for the initial roads, to take the cars at 
their euaranteed rates and weights. I have 
repeatedly complained to the railroad officials 
as to their incorrect weights. They know they 
are incorrect, but will make no redress.”’ 

Said Colonel J. W. Haygood, of Mente- 
ZWUIA: 

“The melon business isin bad shape, and 
the future crop will depend entirely upon the 
action of the Southern Steamship and Railway 
association, which meets in St. Augustine, 
Florida, on the 49th instant. If they agree to 
correct the excess weight errors, the crop tits 
year will be a large one.”’ 

Said Mr. D. K. Butler, of Mitchell county: 

“T have with me a list of the unsatisfactory 
commission men, and urge most positively that 
each member of the Melon association hand 
the names of all such men, who have proved 
unreliable, to the secretary, so that a complete 
black list can be gotten up and given to each 
member of the association. This proved very 
satisfactory last year.’’ 

In a talk with the melon growers the opinion 
prevails almost universally with them, that 
but one commission merchant should be se- 
lected by the association at each city, and al] 
the shipments to that point placed in his 
hands. This would enable one good man in 
each place to prepare with a full force of as- 
sistants, to handle the consignments satisfac- 
torily at each place. Competing merchants at 
these cities would be compelled to come south 
and bay from the fields, the most satisfactory 
method of selling. 

THE CONVENTION IN SESSION. 

The melon-growers’ convention held here 
today had the largest attendance and was the 
most enthusiastic meeting ever held by this 
body. A large number of new delegates from 
the various county organizations were en- 
rolled. The convention was called to order by 
the president, G. R. McGee, and W. W. 
Turner was elected secretary. There were 
animated discussions oyer the various matters 
with the railroads, as to overcharges, freight 
for weights, and various methods suggested for 
the alleviation of the errors. The following 
resolutions were offered by Mr. J. L. Hand, of 
Peiham and carried: 

Resolved, That a committee of three with power 
to celect alternates be appointed by the president 
to represent the association at the meeting of the 
rate committee of the Southern Railway anil 
Steamship association, to be held at St. Augus- 
tine, Fla., on the 29th inst. 

tesolved, further, That this committee be di. 
rected to demand from the Southern Railway and 
Steamship association, that a bill of lading be 
issued by the initial line, which shall give the 
weight and rate through to destination on each 

carload shipment, and to say that nothing less 
will be satisfactory to the fruitand melon grow- 
ers. 

Mr. Hand also submitted the fo]llowing reso- 
aution, which was carried: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this association 
that one good Som # gorge and trustworthy house 
in each city should be selected to whom all con- 
Signments should be made, and 

Resoived,further, That the market committee be 
requested to select and furnish a list of such 
houses and report them tothe next meeting of this 
association. 

A HEAVY TAX REPORTED. 

Mr. C. H. Remington, of Dixie. Ga.,stated to 

‘the body that the Savannah, Florida and 
Western railway had only put in a siding at 
his place upon the guarantee being made that 
sixty cars of melons would be shipped, and 
they were charged sixty dollars per year for 
the use of the siding, and had to furnish the 
lumber therefor. They had paid the charges; 
had paid over fifteen thousand dollars freight 
on melonsat that point, and had let the rail- 
road use the side track half the time for their 
OWnh purposes. 

This statement called forth considerable in- 
dignation, as it was stated that this charge 
was made only by the Plant system at places 
where there is no competition. It Was sug- 
gested that this be reported to the state rail- 
roud commission, to see if this unjust discrim- 
ination could not be redressed. 

Upon motion, a committee, consisting of J. 
G. McCall, Mitchell Jones and J. J. Turtty, 
Was appointed to look into this matter. 

THE NEWS FROM SOUTH CAROLINA. 

Mr. J. P. Loud, of Williston, S. C., wpon re- 
quest, addressed the meeting, giving the ex- 
perience of the South Carolina growers. He 
Stated that they had boycotted the Pennsyl- 
vania system, owing to unjust charges, and 
were transferring their business to the Balti- 
more and Ohio read. Furthermore, they had 
smaptoyed an attorney, filed their complaints, 
and had appealed to the interstate commis- 
Bion, they being a committee on awards. 

He recommended that the Georgia growers 
adopt the same course and that South Caro- 
lina would be with them. It was moved and 
carried that an attorney be selected by the con- 
vention, into whose hands all claims of what- 
nttna Breer Du placed, and the following com- 
WT appointed for that eng W.

The Eldest Son of the Secretary of State Dies 
of Pneumonia. 

WASHINGTON, January 15.—Walker Blaine, 
eldest son of Secretary Blaine, and solicitor of 
claims in the state department, died at 8:20 to- 
night, of Pneumecnia, after an illness of only two 
or three days. His disease at first took the form 
mw recovering, It turned into pneumonia yester- 
aay.

sisters—Harriet and Margaret—though all the 
family, except Mrs. Coppenger and James G. 
Blaine. Jr., were in the house at the time; those 
absent frem the city having been hastily sum- 
moned here by telegraph today. Dr. G. Loyd 
Magruder, the family physician, furnished tonight 
the following statement of Mr. Blaine’s sickness: 

Walker Blaine was attacked by “la grippe”’ Fri- 
day evening last. The malady was ushered in by 
a chill, followed by a high fever. Several catarrhal 
syinptoms iminediately attacked both lungs. 
These continued Saturday and Sunday, but in an 
ameliorated condition. On Monday an improve- 
ment inthe left lung was noticed, though conges- 
tion was noticed in the right lung. 
On Tuesday all symptoms became 
aggravated; well developed pneumonia super- 
vened in the right lung, accompanied by a light 
fever and delirium, which continued until death, 
which occurred almost without premonition, and 
was cue toa pulmonary efiusion. Walker Blaine, 
while comparatively strong, had not entirely re- 
covered from an accident in the spring by which 
his leg was broken and from an attack of malarial 
fever, from which he suffered during the autumn. 


THE “GRIPPE” IN CHICAGO. 


The Tribune Says the Russian Visitor Has a 
Good Hold on that City. 

CuHicaGco, January 15.—The Tribune of today 
says: “Names of victims of “grippe’’ continue 
to be sent to the health office, and while the offi- 
cials there try to make out little danger by putting 
on an air of incredulity the constant stream of 
people with applications for burial permits gives 
lie to the assertion that all is well and that the re- 
ports of deaths from iufluenza are greatly exag- 
gerated. Not only are the deaths multiplying 
every hour, but reports of the illness in the pnblic 
schools are appalling. The death permits now 
number over one hundred per day. Eleven deaths 
within the past twenty-four hours are to be- at- 
tributed directly to “grippe”’ or its immediate 
complications.”

| HARRISON'S MISTAKE 


IN SELING AN OF FICE TO PAY A CAM- 
PAIGN DEBT. 


The Secret of Harrison's Appointment of 
Clarke as Collector at Chicago Comes 
Out—It Was to Pay an Old Debt. 


Wasurineton, January 15.—[{Special.J— 
There is an inttresting sequel to the appoint- 
ment of John M. Clark as collector of customs 
at Chicago. Why should President Harrison 
antagonize the Illinois senators, congressinen 
“aid républican state officers to appoint an un- 
“known man? ey 

That is the question that is satisfactorily 
answered today. 

PAYING OFF AN OLD DEBT, 

Mr.« Harrison was paying off a personal 
debt to Pullman, the car king, when he ap- 
pointed Clark, Pullman’s special, though un- 
known and unindorsed candidate. It is al- 
leged that before the presidential election. 
Harrison addressed a meeting of chairmen of 
republican county committees of Indiana. In 
his speech Mr. Harrison is alleged to have 
besought the representatives of the various 
committees to raise money, unlimited quanti- 
ties of money, and announced his own inten- 
tion of bestirring himself in the matter. Im- 
mediately afterward Prince Russell was sent 
to Chicago, and began to raise a fund to se- 
cure his father’s election. 

PULLMAN CAME TO TIME. 

He is said to have applied to Mr. Pallman 
first for assistance. Like the good republican 
that he is, Mr. Pullman headed off the list 
with a cash contribution of $5,000, and in- 
duced others to subscribe. This money pre- 
sumably went to Indiana, where it probably 
figured in “blocks of five.’’ For this inval- 
uable service was Mr. Pullman rewarded by 
the appointment of his friend. The result of 
the president’s action is feared. 

THE SENATOR’S ANTAGONIZED. 

By this simple appointment he has. antago- 
nized the Illinois senators, congressmen, state 
officers, in fact, the entire party leaders 
throughout the state to reward & personal fa- 
vor. Senators Farwell and Cullom are mar- 
shalling their forces and have enlisted the 
other senators in their cause. Senator Far- 
well openly threatens that he will oppose 
Clark’s confirmation. There is a general dis- 
position among senators to combine in the re- 
jection of Clark, in order to let the president 
understand that they weild a power which he 
will in future trifle with at his peril. 

THE PROPOSED FEDERAL ELECTION LAW. 

The house committee on election of presi- 
dent and vice-president is to get to work on 
the proposed federal election law tomorrow. 
Henry Cabot Lodge, the chairman, has found 
out that it will be impossible to pass a_ force 
bill, consequently the plan he now proposes is 
to make the Australian system general in its 
application to all congressional elections. He 
would like a measure that would aim solely at 
the south, but he does not believe that could 
be carried through the house. He says Mr. 
Cleveland and Governor Campbell, and Goy- 
ernor Green, of New Jersey, have spoken in 
favor of it, and therefore thinks it will be 
accepted by congress and the. country. He 
thinks there will be no Strong vpposition tothe 
proposition to conduct all  congres- 
sional elections as the last elec- 
tion in Boston was conducted, 
He thinks the principal grounds of opposition 
will be that congress has no right to interfere 
with state elections. Mr. Lode will attempt 
to meet this with a statement of the right of 
congress to regulate congressional elections. 
However, Governor Hill and Senator Gorman 
have already spoken out in opposition to the 
Kangaroo system, and the democrats in both 
house and senate will undoubtedly follow 
them, as will some republicans. Indeed Mr. 
Lodge will find it difficult to pass anything 
that pertains to a national election law, as the 
southern republicans are understood to oppose 
any such legislation. 

AN EXAMPLE OF COWARDICE. 

There was, perhaps, never such an exhibi- 
tion of moral cowardice in a legislative body 
as that which came out this afternoon in the 
house on the vote on the bill appropriating 
money to make good the loss of members by 
the Silcott defalcation. There is certainly not 
a dozen members in the entire house who do 
not believe they are justly entitled to their 
pay, yet the cry of salary grab was raised. The 
majority of members feared to face their con- 
stituents and opponents with a vote to reim- 
burse themselves, although they know by every 
rule of law Silcott was a disbursing officer, 
and the government is legally the loser. 
They know that a  demagogical  op- 
ponent could make _ political capital 
out of their votes by the statements 
that the treasurer had paid their salaries to an 
ofticer of the house, who was acting in the 
capacity of an agent of the members, and that 
when the treasurer paid out that money he 
took the receipts of the individual members in 
return. Asa matter of fact, the sergeant-at- 
arms is a disbursing officer of the government, 
and as the members never got their salaries, 
the government still owes them. But, on ac- 
count of the difficulty in explaining the matter 
to the average mind, and the ease with which 
it can be misconstrued by an opponent, the 
members displayed a large quantity of ntoral 
cowardice, and voted against the bill. It 
cae about in this way: After the 
long discussion, an aye and nay vote 
was taken on Mr. Hemphill’s amendment to 
refer the whole matter of salaries to the court 
of claims for decision. The result of this was 
a tie vote—137.to 137—but Mr. Bland of Mis- 
souri, who favored the Hemphill amendment 
before the vote was announced, changed his 
vote to no in order to move to reconsider. 
His motion was, however, lost. .Then Mr. 
Bland filibustered awhile to stave off the vote 
on the original bill, appropriating $75,000 to 
repay the members’ salaries and deposits. 
However, he was soon squelched and a vote 
on the passage of the bill was taken. When 
the clerk had finished the roll call it was evi- 
dent that the bill had not 
passed. Then it was that the courage 
of many members who had voted 
for it failed them, and a= score of 
distinguished statesmen rushed down the aisle 
pell mel], and all cried in chorus: 

“Mr. Speaker, I desire to change my vote 
from aye to no.”’ ' 

All were allowed to change their votes, and 
when the speaker made the announcement 
immediately afterwards, the vote stood 126 
ayes to 142 noes. 

Adjournment was immediately taken with- 
out a motion to “reconsider and ‘lay that mo- 
tion on the table.’’ Thus the matter is open 
to reconsideration, but under the circumstances 
that is hardly probable. 

A southern member said tonight: ‘“‘We all 
wanted our money and wanted'the thing to 
pass, but we wanted some other fellow to vote 
for it who is not afraid to face his constituents 
with such a vote.”’ 

Of the Georgia members Mr. Candler and 
Mr. Blount voted for the bill. Messrs. Carl- 
ton, Clements, Crisp, Grimes and Lester and 
Stewart and Turner voted against it. Major 
Barnes being still confined to his room could 
not vote. 

Judge Crisp is the only Georgian who loses 
nothing.

Rev. Mr. Marshall then went through the 
ordeal, was lowered into the symbolic ruins 
and again returned to the room. There were 
six or seven members taking part in the cere- 
mony besides the two candidates. 

A WEIRD SCENE. . 

The scene was rather a weird one. On the 
window sill rested an oil lamp, whose flicker- 
ing light threw fanciful shadows on the walls 
of the ‘‘dark room.’’ The doorat the other 
end was open, and the rays from the electric 
lights entered. The vault looked like a black 
yawning chasm. Neither of the candidates 
was blindfolded; both could see everything 
that was going on and perfectly understood 
the workings of the machinery by which they 
were to descend into the vault. Mr. Johnson 
was atall, well built man, weighing some 
180 pounds. He had seated himself astrad- 
dle the barand caught the block with his 
hands. Suddenly there was a whirring sound. 
The end of the rope was seen to jerk loose 
from the ring about the block. In some way, 
most probably from the long and constant use, 
the rope had been gradually becoming loosened 
and unwrapped, and Mr. Johnson’s heavy 
weight detached it entirely. The end flew to- 
ward the ceiling, and there was a sudden re- 
laxation offhe entire machinery. Mr. Johnson 
disappeared, and an instant later was heard 
the dull sound with which he struck the hard 
floor of the vault, thirteen feet below. The 
members standing about the trap and 
holding the rope were almost paralyzed 
by the accident. Their cries brought the rest 
of the lodge to the apartment. One coil of the 
rope still remained over the upper block- 
With it Mr. Peyton, a slightly built gentle. 
men, was lowered into the vault. Lights were 
brought and the unfortunate preacher was 
found lying on his side at full length. He had 
struck on his left hip. Mr. Johnson was not 
unconscious, but his deep groaning showed he 
was suffering the most intense agony. A lad- 
der was lowered, and with Mr. Peyton’s assist- 
ance he was enabled toslowly mount until 
ready hands could draw him out of the vault. 
He was carried toa stretcher and Drs. R. D. 
Vickers and John D. Meyers summoned. 

THE DYING MAN’S STATEMENT. 

While awaiting their coming Mr. Johnson 
déscribed his experience. In the brief mo- 
ment while he was falling his whole life, he 
said, seemed to be passing in review before 
him. He expressed mentally his satisfaction 
that there were not others dependent upon 
+7,a, and that if death came he was ready to 
meet his God. The minister told this, as the 
sixteen members of the lodge surrounded the 
stretcher, and urged upon them the impor- 
tance of always being ready, for 
none knew when the summons 
would come. For nearly two hours 
Mr. Johnson lay in the lodge room. 
The attending physicans examined him, but 
could detect no outward Sign of injury. This 
led them to pronounce his condition as not 
dangerous. Still he continued to complain of 
the most agonizing pain, especially about the 
lower part of the spine and chest. He was 
borne to the Methodist e, where he 
resided. All that night and the next morning 
he continued perfectly conscious. He 
repeated the assurances, which 
had given as he lay in the , 
room immediately after the accident, 
that he held the members entirely blameless, 
for his injuries had resulted purely from 
an unforeseen and unavoidable accident. 
Although suffering almost unbearable agony, 
Mr. Johnson calmly declared he was_ resign 
to his fate, and that he felt the supreme satis- 
faction of a Christian ready and anxious to 
meet his God. The scene was a very affecting 
one, several of the members shedding tears. 
It was resolved to attempt to make no secret 
of the manner in which Mr. Johnson met his

THE RECOGNITION OF BRAZIL. 


The Senate Takes Up Mr. Morgan’s Reso- 
lution. 

WASHINGTON, January-15.—The senate took up 
Mr. Morgan’s resolution recognizing the United 
States of Brazilasa free, independent and sov- 
ereign State, and Mr. Turpie proceeded to make a 
speech in support of it. He had voted, he said, 
against the reference of the resolution, because he 
theught that the delay occasioned by the reference 
was wholly unnecessary. He favored the imme- 
diate recognition of the republic of Brazil, and 
was quite willing that congress should declare to- 
day (as a part of the international common law of 
the three Americas) that no European power shall 
interfere in any part of this hemisphere to re- 
store the representative of a monarchy or 
empire, or to prevent the estaldishment of a 
republic; but that any such interference would 
be regarded as an act unfriendly to the United 
States, and would be resisted by all means netes- 
sary to effect its frustration. He was not one of 
those who entertained the opinion that 
was bound by the action, er non-action, the 
executive or of the state department about such a 
matter as the recognition of a new nationality, 
especially of anew republic. Congress ht ee- 
operate with those anthorities, but a diplomatic 
dispatch was one thing, legislative enactment was 
another thing, and athing of more importance, 
gravity and publicity. 

PRESIDENT HARRISON'S INDIFFERENCE. 

He read extracts from the message of President 
Harrison, announcing the change of government 
in Brazil, and spoke of the message as a listless, 
languid resignation te the course of affairs there. 
The position, he said, of the administration to- 
ward the new republic of Brazil was one of strict 
neutrality an@supine indifference. Theresras not 
in the message of the president a word of sympa- 
thy or encouragement to the revolutionary move- 
ment. How long, he asked, would it be before the 
United States extended to the latest born daughter 
of liberty words of welcome and encouragement. 
He trusted that the delay in recognition had 
notalready led to a very serious misconstruction of 
the ulterior motives and intentions of the United 
States.government. He hoped that it might come 
soon enough to be of real value and of real signifi- 
eance. 

The resolution went over without further action. 

The senate then took up the ealendar and passed 
a number of senate bills, among them one grant- 
ing the use of certain lands to the city of St. 
Augustine, Fla., fora public park. 

After executive session, the senate adjourned. 


EVERYTHING RUBBED OUT. 


And the Members Will Hunt Some Other 
Way to Get Their Money. 

Ws SHINGTON, January 15.—The house resumed 
consideration of the report of the special committee 
to investigate the Silcott defalcation. 

Mr. Oates, of Alabama, made an argument in 
support of the majority report, and eontended that 
the proposition te prorate the remaining funds 
(as advocated by Mr. Holman) would be manifestly 
unfair and unjust to private depositors. He main- 
tained that the late sergeant-at-arms was a dis- 
bursing officer of the house, and that, therefore, 
the members should not be subjected to loss 
through the defalcation of its subordinates. True, 
there was no express statute declaring him to be 
such, but it was not always necessary to inscribe 
under the picture of a horse, ‘This is a horse.” It 
mattered not who stole the money. The fact re- 
mained that the money never reached the hands 
of persons entitled to it. 

r. Catchings, of Mississippi, expressed him- 
self asin perfect accord with the views of- the 
we ag of the committee. 

Mr. Herbert, of Alabama, while he had no doubt 
that the sergeant-at-arms was a disbursing officer, 
and that the members were entitled to their sal- 
aries, yo a oo the tribunal deciding upon the 
cases its own members, and he therefore 
favored the Hemphill proposition to refer the 
matter to the court of claims. 

Mr. Morgan, of Mississsippi, was an advocate 
of the majority report, resting his argument 
mainly on the ground that salaries of members 
were unlawfully paid out by the treasury before 
they were due. 

Mr. Payson, of Illinois, favored the majority 
report, contending that, to all intents and pur- 
— the sergeant-at-arms was a disbursing of- 

cer, not only defacto but dejure. 

HEMPHILL’S BILL DEFEATED. 

A vote was taken on the Hemphill bill (as a sub- 
stitute for the majority bill) permitting members 
to sue in the court of claims. It was defeated by 
a close vote, of yeas 136, nays 138, and a motion to 
reconsider was offered by Mr. Bland, of Missouri, 
who had voted in the negative, in order to enable 
him to make the motion. 

The motion was promptly tabled, however, and 
the vote recurred on ordering the majority bill 
(appropriating $75,000 to refund members for their 
lost salaries) to be engrossed and read the third 
time. 

This having been done, Mr. Bland demanded 
the reading of the engrossed bill, but the speaker 
held that under general parliamentary law this 
was not necessary. 

THE MAJORITY BILL LOST. 

A vote was themtaken on the bill, and it was de- 
feated—yeas 126, nays 142. 

A motion to reconsider and a motion to lay that 
motion onthe table were entered; and then, at 
6 :06, the house adjourned. 


Senator Wilson’s Election Announced. 

ANNAPOLIS, Md., January 15.—At noon today 
the two houses of the Maryland legislature met in 
joint session, Hon. John Hubner, speaker of the 
house, presiding. After roll call of the two bodiés 
the vote for United States senator cast yesterday 
was announced, and the speaker declared Hon. 
Ephriam Laing Wilson elected United States sen- 
ator from March 4, 1890, for the term of six years, 
to succeed himself. 


The Emperor’s Speech. 

BERLIN, January 15.—The Prussian diet was 
opened today. In the speech opening the session 
he said it afforded the emperor king much, joy to 
announce that the foreign relations of Germany 
are good in that quarter. The speech was chiefly 
devoted to matters of internal reform, tax acquire- 
ment of private railways and the establishment of 
leaseho!d estates for small farmers. emperor 
also expressed the hope that a lasting peace would 
be established . between mine-owners and their 
employes.

OTHER LINES AND CHARTERS, 


AND THEY ARE COMING TO ATLANTA 


Western and Atlantic or No Western and 
Atlantic—The Superintendents of 
Transportation Meet. 


The Louisville and Nashville own the Rome 
and Decatur. | 

This has been the general idea ever since the 
latter road was soldin New York. More than 
once it was said that Neweombe purchased the 
road direct for the Louisville and Nashville. 
The ofticial conformation to all that, has been 
hard to get. 

The facts may now be stated. The New- 
combe purchase was a bonafide one. It was 
exactly what it purported to be—a sale to a 
private company. 

Since then the road has passed into the 
hands of the Louisville and Nashville. The 
negotiations for the transfer have been com- 
pleted within the past three or four days. Just 
what the figgres were has not been made 
public. 

Of course, fie ultimate object of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville was to reach Atlanta by a 
fcoad of their own. 

A prominent official of the road was here 
yesterday, and said in speaking of this matter: 

“Just how the Rome and. Decatur will be 
connected, I could not say. The charter for 
the Alabama and Georgia Coal, Iron and Rail- 
road company gives us the right to build from 
Atlanta almost where we please. It is to go 
generally in a northwesterly direction, but 
that is the only limitation. We are not bound 
to goto Rome or to Cedartown, or to go be- 
tween those points. Wecan build just as we 
please. 

‘‘At the other end, the Rome and Decatur 
will be extended either to Decatur or to Hunts- 
ville, or to connect with the Louisville and 
Nashville road now building from Birming- 
ham to Huntsville. 

“The purchase of the Rome and Decatur 
don’t depend for its justification upon the con- 
struction of an Louisville and Nashville route 
to Atlanta. You see, our road now owns both 
the Anniston and Atlantic and the Anniston 
and Cincinnati. The latter goes from the 
mineral city, Anniston, to Attalla, the present 
terminus of the Rome and Decatur. 

“Of course the Louisville and Nashville 
wants, and must have, an entrance into At- 
lanta,and we want the straightest possible 
route. What I want to impress is that the 
Rome and Decatur may not be a part of 
that line, but merely connect with it. Take 
your pencil and trace this route to Atlanta. 
From Nashville to Stevenson, 113 miles, over 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis. 
The Nashville, Chattanoogaand St. Louis is 
controlled by the Louisville and Nashville. 
Build a new line, then, acrsss to Summerville, 
crossing the Cincinnati Southern about Valley 
Head. Then from Summerville come down 
over the Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus, to 
Rome. The Alabama and Georgia Coal, Iron 
and Railroad charter brings us on to Atlanta 
in almost an Airline, shortening the shortest 
existing route by fully forty-nine miles. That 
is really the most probrble course of the Louis- 
wille and Nashville from Nashville to Atlanta. 

‘That, you see, leaves out the Rome and 
Decatur as a part of the trunk line, and makes 
it a feeder, branching out in Alabama over the 
A.and A. and the A. and C. territories. I 
should say it was very probable that the Rome 
and Decatur will be extended very soon—just 
where, as I have told you, I don’t know. The 
entrance of the Louisville and Nashville into 
Atlanta will change very materially the rail- 
road situation in Georgia.”’ 

‘“‘After you get to Atlanta, how will you go 
to the sea?’”’ 

‘@Vell, Atlanta f8 the key to the state. Once 
ther®, we are «at the heart of the matter. It 
is the natural railroad center and distributing 
point for tho state. There would be no imme- 
agiate necessity for any new connection -or ex- 
tension from Atlanta. The Louisville and 
Nashville owns half of the Georgia railroad 
lease, the Central owning the other half. The 
Management is supposed to be impartial. The 
Georgia road gives us a line to 
the sea at Port Royal and also to Savannah. 
That's allwe want. Of course, once in At- 
Janta, the Louisville and Nashville becomes 
an active factorinthe work of building an 
extension, and there is no telling what direc- 
tion its enterprise will take. I’m just point- 
ing out that we are already to go at once from 
Atlanta to the sea.”’ 

“What about the Westernand Atlantic ?’”’ 

“Well, our road wont bid for it,’’ 

“Who will?” 

“Nobody. Thé Marietta and North Georgia, 
the Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus, which 
iscoming to Atlanta, and other new condi- 
tions, have legsened the importance of the 
road. Its terminal facilities in Atlanta, I 
think, are nearly one-half the value of the 
road. That argument applies particularly to 
the possibility of a private company taking 
the lease, as was done twenty years ago. No 
other railroad can take the Western and 
Atlantic at the price fixed. The West Point 
Terminal might possibly give the 
price for the sake of bottling the 
competition between Chattanooga and At- 
Janta. The road, as a road, with the Lonis- 
ville and Nashville freight taken from it, can- 
mot earn $20,000 a month. But the lease is 
very strict, in regard to competition, and then 
besides that, any material increase in the rate 
would be offset by a decrease in business for 
its business has been built up on alow rate 
basis. “ou may say almost with absolute cer- 
tainty that there wont bea single-bid under 
‘ the conditions of the lease bill passed by the 
last legislature.”’ 

To sum up: 

The proposed straight line from Nashville to 
Atlanta is made up of the Nashville, Chatta- 
mooga and St. Louis to Stevenson, 113 miles; 
@ new line fron Stevenson to Summerville, 
about 43 miles; Summerville to Rome, 38 
miles; about 140 miles, making, a total of 334 
miles between Atlanta and Chattanooga. 

From Rome the Rome and Decatur feeder 
goes out to Attalla, sixty-two miles. 

From Attalla the Anniston and Cincinnati 
goes thirty-five miles to Anniston. 

Then the Anniston and Atlanta extends on 
fifty-three miles in a southwesterly direc- 
tien tu Syllacuga, on the Columbus and West- 
ern.

A New Traffic Arrangement on the Central 

SAVANNAH, January 15.—{Special.}—The cotton 
traffic has been so heavy this season that the 
southern railways have been taxed to their ut- 
most to provide cars. Onsome roads other freight 
has been delayed, precedence being giver to cot- 
ton. Probably the lumber men have suffered 
more than other shippers. This is bringing about 
a new feature in transportation in this section. 
One firm, Messrs Stillwell, Millen & Co., of Sa- 
vannah, recently gave a contract for 100 cars to be 
delivered as soon as possible. These are to be 
used on the Central, and the road makes such an 
arrangement in such cases that it is 
likely that other large shippers 
will put on theirown cars. The arrangement is 
similar to that which the roads have long had be- 
tween each other. It may be explained thus: 
Suppose a Missouri Pacific car is loaded with 
meat at Kansas City for Savannah. Every road 
over which that car passes coming to Savannah 
allows the Missouri Pacific a mileage, which is 
generally three-quarters of a cent a mile. The 
Ohio and Mississippi, the Cincinnati Southern, 
the Western and Atlantic and the Central all pay 
the Missouri Pacific a certain rate on every mile 
their car is hauled. 

The Central allows about $2.20 for the haul 
from Atlanta to Savannah. If these cars go back 
loaded the same rate is allowed. This arrange- 
ment is now extended to shippers owning cars, 
and the cost of a freight car is so low that if a 
loaded car averages a run of forty miles a day, 
the amount allowed by the Central will pay for 
the car in five years, and also pay for ordinary ré- 
pairs. 

The Georgia, Carolina and Northern. 

ATHENS, Ga., January 15.--[Special.]—The stock- 
holders of the Georgia, Carolina and Northern 
railroad held and enthusiastic meeting here today. 
and the fine showing made for the road by the re- 
ports of its different officers causes the people to 
rejoice, and look more eagerly than ever for its 
arrival in our city limits. 

The meeting was called to order promptly at 12 
o’clock by Mr. E. R. Hodgson. Among those pres- 
sent were President John M. Robinson, of the 
Seaboard and Roanoke railroad; Colonel R. C. 
Harper, vice president of the same> road; 
President W. G. Childs, of the Carolina and 
Newberry railroad; General Hoke, of 
the Georgia, Carolina and Northern, and 
several others. 

Among other business, the election of a director 
to fill the place of Mr. McLure, was held, and Mr. 
R. S. Licke was chosen to fill that place. The re- 
ports of the president, General Hoke, and Mr. A. 
L.. Hull, secretary and treasurer, were elaborate, 
and showed a fine prospect for the road’s future. 
All of the contracts have been let ont in Carolina, 
and work is being rapidly done on that side of the 
Savannah, and in thirty days the contracts on the 
Georgia side, between Athens and the Savannah, 
will be let. The route of the road 
is a question of interest. The citizens of Wash- 
ington will, in all probability, tap the Georgia 
Carolina and Northern with a road running to El- 
berton. 

Colonel vanes M. Smith was in the city today 
to sce the directors in reference to bringing their 
road through Smithonia. He says he can get them 
five thousand bales of cotton per year to haul if 
they will come. A branch office will be started in 
Athens ina short while. It is confidentially ex- 
pected by all to see the Georgia, Carolina and

Another Change in the'Central.

Whereas, The facts reported show that the chief 
acted in good faith,fand was only guilty of an 
error in Judgment; be it, therefore — 

Resolved, That said O. T. Kenan be restored to 
duty and his name restored to the pay refMfer the 
time of said suspension. 

Resolved, further, Whilstwe do not sanction 
the release of prisoners, as was done, yet we are 
satisfied that under no circumstance will there be 
a like occurrence, or that the same will be taken 
as a precedent. . . 

Alderman Proudfit moved tolay the motion on 
the table, which was agreed to by a vote of eight 
to four, as follows: Yeas—Cox, Proudfit, Tindall, 
Wing, Conner, Dannenberg, O’Hara, Boone. 
Nays—Smith, Chestney. McKervey, Harris. It is 
claimed that the resolution was a reflection on the 
committee that reported favoring the chief’s sus- 
pension. The chief's suspension has been greatly 
discussed in Macon. Mavor Price, thinking that 
the chief was more sinned against than sinning, 
has stood by him through the entire matter. The 
time of his suspension expires next Friday night. 
It is claimeu by some that if the chief 
desired legal redress he could «make 
the city pay him his salary during the tlineé<-t nts 
styspension, and also pay damages.

He at once ordered the mines which he 
represented in Atlanta to discontinue shipments, 
and a mortgage was executed tothe Capital City 
Bank to cover its dues. He is indebted also to the 
various mines from which he has been receiving 
coal, just how much, he is at present unable to say. 
| ‘The assets amount to something like $15,000, and 
Captain Stocks has turned over everthing to his 
creditors, so that they may get dollar for dollar. 

Last Monday one of the notes, for which the 
mortgage was executed tothe Capital City bank, 
was due. Mr. Stocks could not meetit, and this 
is the immediate cause of the failure. 

Another cause leading to the embarrassment of 
Captain Stocks was the liberality with which he 
invested inthe various enterprises inaugurated 
during the past year. In several of these he was 
unfortunate, and this, with very dull trade, occa- 
sioned by the mild winter, was more than he 
could hold up under. 

Messrs. Wyly and Bean, representing two of the 
mines to which Captain Stocks is indebted, were 
in Atlanta examining into the condition of affairs 
yesterday. They left feeling sure that the various 
creditors would be fairly deait with. Mr. Robert 
Sinith, of the Beaver Creek and Cumberland River 
Coal company, also held a consultation with Cap- 
tain Stocks yesterday. 

Captain Stocks’s friends hope that he will pull 
through all right.

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Municipal Socialism. 

It is not surprising to learn that in Boston, 
where the followers of Mr. Edward Bellamy 
are strong enough to make themselves felt, 
various schemes of municipal ownership are 
now being agitated. 

The entering wedge, so to speak, is the 
street car system. The socialists know very 
well that all classes of people are disposed to 
listen favorably to any suggestion tending 
to the improvement of local transit. In such 
matters people are very willing to believe 
that the end justifies the means, and while 
vigorously protesting against socialism, they 
will, when it is apparently to their interest, 
adopt some of its methods. 

In Chicago recently, at a meeting of rep- 
resejitative citizens, a majority declared 
themselves in favor of the municipal owner- 
ship of all monopolistic franchises, 

Now this is directly in line with socialism. 
Mr. Bellamy and his converts point to the 
benefits derived from the postoftice system, 
and argue that if it is a convenience and an 
advantage to the general public to have the 
business of carrying the mails conducted by 
the government, it would pan out just as sat- 
isfactorily to have other great enterprises 
owned and controlled by cities, or states, or 
the federal government. They also point to 
our public school system. If the state has 
the right and the power to educate a citizen, 
why not give up other important matters to 
the state, and purely local interests to the 
municipal government? The state can now 
educate an ignorant citizen, put a lazy one 
to work, and hang another under certain cir- 
cumstances. As this is already the situation, 
it would not be a very great stretch of power 
for the government to take control of all 
business and industry, and give everybody 
@mployment. This may look arbitrary, but 
would it be any more arbitrary than forcing 
a boy to go to school, forcing a man to work 
on a public road, or forcing a peaceable man 
to fight in a sheriff's posse? 

With such questions the socialists try to 
vex the muddled minds of the thoughtless. 
But thinking and patriotic citizens know 
what reply tomake. They will say that be- 
rause they are ready to take what is good 
and practicable in socialism it does not fol- 
low that they must take the theory of social- 
ism and follow it out to its extreme limit. 
The wise man warms by. the fire which the 
fool spreads until it burns the roof over his 
head. Perhaps we may yield still more to 
municipal and state bossism, when we are 
satisfied that it is for the common good. But 
the line will be drawn somewhere: The! 
American people demand free enterprisé, as 
well as free thought and free speech. The 
paternal idea of government can never 

thoroughly dominate a liberty-loving people. 


Ohio’s New Senator. 

The terrible onslaught made on the Hon. 
Calvin S. Brice, of Ohio, fortunately had.no 
effect on the democrats of the legislature of 
that state, and he has been elected toa seat 
fin the United States senate. 7 

The charges of bribery that were maue 
against him grew out of nothing more sub- 
stantial than the statements of one Allen O. 
Myers, a newspaper roustabout, whose chief 
distinction lies in the fact that he has been 
an inmate of an Ohio jail. Myers has 
claimed to be a democrat, but he has been 
characterized by the republicans, who now 
betray a tendency to take them to their 
bosoms as a democrat for revenue .only. 
Not many months ago every republican in 
Ohio that had a voice or pen, was applying 
the most unsavory epithets to Myers, but 
mow, on his testimony, which, if their for- 
mer characterization of himis true, might 
have been bought by them for the occasion, 
they charge that Mr. Brice is a briber and 
the democrats of the Ohio legislature are 
corruptionists. 

The charges against Mr. Brice are alto- 
gether sinister, and the democrats of Ohio 
have done well to send him to the United 
States senate. He has won his way to that 
high office by hard work in behalf of demo- 
cratic success, and his ability will enable 
him to adorn: it. He will represent the 
democratic interests of Ohio—which are the 
interests of the people—more capably than 
any republican that could have been selected. 


The Attorney General Hibernating. 

The office of attorney general of the 
Dnited States appears to bea hole in the 
ground, and it is a hole that seems to have 

._ been dug asa trap for blind justice to fall 
 Gnto. 

The senate recently unanimously adopted 
a resolution instructing the attorney general 
to inform that body what instruction, if any, 
has been given toS. N. Chambers, district 
attorney for the district of Indiana, in the 
subject of the arrest of W. W. Dudley, or 
his exemption from arrest, and by what au- 
thority of¢law any such _ instructions 
have been given, and that copies 
of all such correspondence be transmitted to 
the senate. 

In his reply to this demand, the attorney 
general remarked in a casual way, that no 
instructions, either oral or written, have 
been given to the district attorney of In- 
diana on that subject. As no, communica- 
tions had passed between the big head in 
Washington and little head in Indiana, no 
correspondence could be sent to the senate. 

The senate resolution was. based on the 
fact that Chambers, the United States dis- 
trict attorney in Indiana, fearing that Dud- 
Jey would be arrested on his return to the 
state, ona charge of advising bribery at 
elections and conspiring therefor, used his 
authority to forbid Dudley’s arrest. It was 
naturally supposed that the Indiana district 
attorney would not dare to use his authority 


brought to bear to uphold him in shielding 
Dudley. Weshall probably hear nothing 
more of the matter. 

Some time ago the Florida senators and a 
representative from that state, together witha 
number of respectable citizens, laid before 
the attorney general a report, stating that 
Federal District Judge Swayne, in the trial 
of some election offence , in which the dem- 
ocrats were accused, caused the tales for 
both the grand and petit juries to be so 
made up that only republicans should be 
drawn. Republicans were in fact drawn, 
andon this the complaining report was 
made. But the attorney general has paid 
no attention to the matter, and it is not 
probable that he will take any action what- 
ever. So faras justice is concerned, the 
department of justice under this republican 
administration might as well be abolished.

The New York Times remarks that it is 


still curiously doubtful what the real atti- 
tude of the administration is toward Secre- 
tary Windom’s silyér plan. 

No doubt the “WV om plan is one well 
calculated to $é° eu ously doubtful about, 
but the truth is the administration is cu- 
riously doubtful about every public question 
of real interest. In his message Mr. Har- 
rison makes a savage attack on the white 
people of the south on account of the exist- 
ence of a situation which they took no part 
in bringing about, but his attitude in regard 
to the great problem that he’s behind it all 
is curiously doubtful. We have all heard 
how Brazil has got rid of an emperor and is 
trying to make its way to a republic, but the 
administration has not spoken through its 
now thoroughly tamed secretary of state; it 
has made no deliverance on the subject, 
good, bad or indifferent; and its attitude in 
regard to the movement is curiously doubt- 
ful. 

In what question of real interest has the 
administration made any serious announce- 
ment? We should be glad to hear that its 
attitude on at least one is not curiously 
doubtful. Mr. Harrison probably agrees 
with Editor Joseph Medill, of Chicago; that 
the salvation of the south depends on the 
broadcast culture of alfalfa, but it should be 
borne in mind that the alfalfa question has 
not yet, outside of Chicago, taken the shape 
of a political issue. Still,. waiving all this, 
we should like to know, just for greens, (as 
the boys used to say) how Mr. Harrison 
stands on Editor Medill’s alfalfa question. 


A Fitting End. 

A New York detective says that within 
the past ten days nineteen anarchists have 
committed suicide in that city and in Brook- 
lyn. 

It is the detective’s belief that these 
wretched men killed themselves because they 
realized the hopelessness of theircause, and 
were unwilling to live scorned and abhorred 
by their fellow men. . 

When the anarchists turn their murder- 
ous hands against themselves we have no 
protest to make. Itis only retributive jus- 
tice that these would-be destroyers of law 
and order and society should destroy their 
own worthless lives. Let the epidemic of 
suicide run its course, and save the hang- 
man trouble.

Yesterday morning Governor Gordon received a 
letter from Mr. Flynn Hargate, of Harris county. 
requesting that a reward be offered for the appre- 
hension of Will Wallace, the noted desperado, and 
that another reward be offered for the arrest and 
conviction of any of the men who took part in 
breaking open the Harris county jail and liberat- 
ing him. Shortly after Rance Wallace was mur- 
dered last fallin Harris county, Governor Gordon 
offered a reward of $300 for the arrest and convic- 
tion of the assassin. Last December Will 
Wallace was arrested for the crime, and 
was placed in the jail to await” ‘trial. 
On the night of the 4th of January, an 
armed mob broke open the jail and set Wallace at 
liberty. At the same time Dan Tatum, who was 
convicted of a brutal assault and was awaiting a 
new trial, made his escape. Mr. Hargate,in his 
letter to the governor, states that great excite- 
ment is felt in Harris county, because Wallace 
has been a scourge to the county, and there was 
ample evidence to convict him of the murder for 
which he was arrested, and also enough to impli- 
cate a number of others. Governor Gordon im- 
mediately issued a reward of $300 for the capture 
of Wallace. and another of $200 for the capture of 
any of the mob who took part in the jail de- 
livery. 7

THE WATER BOARD CONSIDERS THE 
HEALTH REPORT. 


The Entire Matter Is Referred to a Commit- 
tee from the Water Board and Three 
Citizens for a Careful Investigation. 

The artesian well isto become a factor in 


Atlanta politics again. 
That hole in the ground has always been a 


bone of contention among the ward politicians. 


And now it promises to become worse than 


ever. 


Since the board of health devoted so much 
space in its annual report to declaring the 
water impure and dangerous, the members of 
the water board have been scratching their 
heads for a solution of the question. Yester- 
day, the board met for the first time since the 
health department made up fts report, and 
that report was taken up and discussed. Of 
the board, there were present Mr. Hammock, 
of the second ward, president; Mr. Smith, of 
the third ward; Mr. Erwin, of the fourth 
ward; Mr. Boyd, of the fifth ward, and Mr. 
Winship, of the sixth ward. 

Mr. Kontz, chairman of the 
water works committee of the general council 


was present too. 


Without a discussion every one agreed that 
the water was impure because the board of 
health had said so,*but when it, was casually 
suggested that the well be plugged up and 
abandoned, the discussion began and those 
against the plugging won. A resolution was 
then adopted refering the whole question to 
the executive committee of the water board, 
composed of Mr. Winship, chairman; Mr. A. 
Haas, Mr. Boyd and Mr. Smith and to Mr. 
Kontz, of the council committee; Colonel J. 
W. Baum, who bored the well and Mr. J. C. 
Kimball, one of the well’s staunchest friends. 

These gentlemen will investigate the situa- 
tion carefully and find a solution if one can 
be found. 

In the meantime the well will stay where 
it is. 

The artesian well was begun during the last 
year of Hon. John B. Goodwin’s term as mayor 
and when Judge Hillyer came inthe drills 
were a 1,000 feet down. Before Judge Hillyer’s 
term expired the boring stopped, a flowing 
stream having been givenup. The well when 
finished, passed: upon the pay rolls as an ex- 

ense item of about $20,000 and was then in the 
e's of the council, the water board refusing 
to assume control of it. Several resolutions 
finally. passed the well into the hands ot the 
water board where it has since remained. 

There are those, however, who think the 
well has not been given a fair showing by the 
board. 

Since the well passed into the hands of the 
water board it has cost the city $27,284.%. 
This money has been expended for pipes and 
running expenses, and of course came from the 
annual appropriation to the waterworks. The 
board has never openly fought the well since 
assuming control of it, but every member has 
a remark ready like this: 

“Tt cost 3} cents per one thousand gallons 
for waterworks water, and 17 cents per one 
thousand gallons for artesian water.’’ 

When asked if the water from the bottom of 
the well wasn’t purer than any other, they 


say: 

‘There never was and never will be any 

urer water than that from the waterworks. 
hefboard of health has spoken about the well.’”’ 

But here is what the other faction says: 

“T’m in favor of taking that well and put- 
ting it in the hands of its friends. It has never 
had a fair shake, by any means. The water 
board didn’t want to receive it when it was 
finished, and I ain’t satisfied yet that the 
water isimpure. Ido know that at the bot- 
tom it is good, and I think it ought to be put 
in the hands of its friends and given a show.” 

That’s the way Hon. James Woodward, 
alderman, speaks. 

The gentlemen to whom the question has 
been referred will give the well a careful 
study. Mr. Kimball, one of the number, has 
secured a profile map of the well, and glancing 
at it yesterday, said: 

“By looking at that profile it can 
be seen that the soil reaches a depth of 
about seventy feet, and a part of that is quick- 
sand. The stand-pipe is driven through this 
into the well, but itis not tight enough to pre- 
vent surface water going in. Keep out that 
surface water and the well will give a pure 
drink.” 

Colonel Baum has always maintained that 
the water in that well is pure, and still does so.

WASHINGTON, January 15.—A special meeting of 
the senate committee on naval affairs was held to- 
day to hear the views of the naval board of policy,.

OLD MAN BONE CONVICTED BvUT 
RECOMMENDED TO MERCY. 


_— 


mee Will Be Passed Today by Judge 
Richard H. re Arguments Yes- 
terday. 


Guilty of murder! 

And recommended to life imprisonment. 

That is the verdict of the juryin the Bone 
ease, returned at 8:15 o’clock last night, after 
the jury had been out two hours. 

Thus is the slayer of James F, Woodward 
meted out the punishment of his crime—a 
gnurder that, in its varied phases, has had no 

lielin the criminal annals of Atlanta or 
ef the courts of Fulton county. 

The shooting, which at the time was shock- 
fing to the public mind, has never ceased to 
attract interest and furnish sensation from the 
hour of its occurrence up to the announcement 
of the verdict by Judge Clark last night. 

And even yet, after the guilty perpetrator 
has been brought to justice, when the verdict 
fs read this morning, speculation will not 
rease, and comment will continue to be 
made. 

In fact, the shooting of Mr. Woodward, 
though confessed by Old Man Bone, was stil] 
regarded as mysterious by no inconsiderable 
pumber of people. 

IT WAS TALKED ABOUT. 

Yesterday, during the progress of the argu- 
ment, and after Judge Clark had delivered his 
etharge and the jury had retired, opinion was 
fivided as to the probable result. There were 
those who believed Bone had shot Woodward 
for the purpose and in the manner described 
by him in his statement; those who discredited 
this entirely, believing the object to have been 
robbery or revenge, and those who were con- 
vinced that Old Man Bone was guiltless of the 
shooting, that it had been done by some one 
else of the Bone family. 

As to the verdict, opinion varied as the 
different arguments proceeded. When the 
state closed it was pretty generally believed 
that there was no possibility of escape from the 
gallows for the prisoner. Degree by degree, 
as Hon. James A. Gray progressed with his 
speech, the closing argument forthe defense, 
sentiment began to waver. In the courtroom, 
the strength of the points he brought to bear 
upon the case and the touching and 
impressive eloquence of the pleader were 
discussed in whispered tones. Before he closed 
many who had previously regarded anything 
but absolute conviction as impossible, began 
to wonder, and when Mr. Gray sat down they 
couid see nothing in the prisoner’s act but the 
righteous vengeance of an injured and out- 
raged father. But those who 

KNEW THE BONE FAMILY 

would not give credence tothe eloquent pic- 
ture drawn by the pleader, and among these 
it was the belief that no sensible person could 
fora moment doubt the finding of the jury. 
Old Man Bone was guilty—he himself had 
said so—of murder, and should be convicted 
on general principles. Mistrial was freely dis- 
cussed, and itis safe to say that nobody ex- 
pected a verdict of guilty without recom- 
mendation. Even those who could see nothing 
but malice and revenge in the killing freely 
expressed the opinion that Bone’s neck was 
safe, at least. 

THE SCENE IN THE COURTROOM 
throughout the day was striking and unusual. 
When Hon. W.C. Glenn began the opening 
argument for the prosecution, immediately on 
the opening of court, the room was packed 
from wall to wall. The session was held in 
the civil court room, up stairs, so as to give 
room for the crowd, and the gallery, clear back 
to the entrance was filled beyond standing 
room. Eventhe dignity of the bench itself 
was invaded by the crowd,. which hemmed the 
judge in on three sides. 

This condition continued-all through the 
day, and until the verdict was announced. 
€lose attention was paid all the speakers, and 
at times the interest was so wrapt that the 
ticking of the clock could be distinctly heard. 

THE PRISONER. 

Old Man Bone sat a few feet in front of the 
clerk’s desk, by the side of his wife. He ap- 
peared cailmerand less concerned than on 
either of the preceeding days, displaying no 
unusual signs of emotion orinterest. He sat 
in a position half facing the jury, and mostly 
with his elbows resting on the arms of the 
chair, only occasionally raising his bowed 

ead. 

Mrs. Bone broke completely down when 
Solicitor Hill began his speech. She had left 
off her big broad-brimmed straw bonnet, and 
with only a brown veil tied over her head, her 
features and emotion were plainly’ discernible. 
Almost continuously tears streamed down her 
furrowed checks in great drops, and for the 
first time since the trial began, she showed 
signs of emotion. Again when Mr. Gray was 
speaking, the old woman began weeping, her 
tears never drying until the judge’s charge was 
finished. 

A pathetic feature of the picture was the 
presence of little Chalmers Bone. 

He is an innocent-faced little fellow, of six 
or seven, and was apparently as unconscious 
of the terrible cloud that overhung his father’s 
head, as a baby. He laughed and romped 
about the courtroom in childish innocence, 
playing hide and seek with the spectators 
through the back of his chair, and running to 
his father’s knee to escape pursuit of his 
would-be play fellows. 

Old MangBone seemed to delight to have the 
little fellow on his knee, and throughout Solic- 
itor Hill’s speech he remained there, the 
prisoner caressing and fondling him. 

THE PROSECUTION. 

Hon. W.C. Glenn opened for the state at 
fifteen minutes past nine. Hemade aremark- 
ably strong speech, touching it in every phase. 
He argued from the standpoint of law -and 
evidence, not depending on the sympathy of 
the jurors or working upon their feelings to 
carry his points, though his speech abounded 
in beautiful flights of oratory and sentiment. 
Colonel Glenn was listened to with imterest, 
and his speech throughout, was a model of 
clearness and eloquence. 

Solicitor Charles D. Hill followed Colone) 
Glenn, peaking until the noon recess was 
taken at fifteen minutes past twelve. It is 
scarcely necessary to say that the solicitor 
covered all the grounds in the case, linking 
the evidence together and presenting it in a 
solid chain vof facts before the eyes of the 
jurors. His argument was strong and elo- 
quent, asit is his custom to make. 

HON. JAMES A. GRAY 
made the closing argument for the defense. 
He spoke three hours and ten minutes, and 
when it is said that he held the closest atten- 
tion of the great crowd throughout that time, 
after it had been surfeited with -wit and elo- 
quence, the nature of the speech can better 
imagined than described.

His tribute to the sacredness of woman’s 
honor was especially beautiful, and the logic 
and force of his reasoning were as strong as 
the eloquence and chasteness of his sentiment. 

After the verdict had been rendered and 
the jury discharged, last night, the foreman, 
Mr. H. H. Jackson, on behalf of the jury, as 
expressing their sentiments, thanked and 
complimented Mr. Gray for his speech. 

This is probably the only case on record 
when the jury, as a body, has complimented a 

awyer engaged on the cause at issue, espe- 
Cially one on the defeated side. ~ 

JUDGE CLARK’S CHARGE. |

It was: ‘‘We, the jury, find the defendant, 
James C. Bone, guilty of murder in the frst 
degree, and recommend that he be sentenced 
to the penitentiary for life.’’ 

The prisoner received the verdict without 
any outward emotion, though Mrs. Bone broke 
down in tears, and was taken in that condition 
from the courtroom. Both were taken to the 
jail a few minutes later. 

It has not been decided whether a new trial 
will be asked for or not.

THE STOCK 
The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Uxchange. 

NEW YORK, January 15.--Thestock market to- 
day was dull, narrow and contracted, as of late, 
but there was a better distribution of business 
done, though coal stocks were still the most prom- 
inent in the regular list, and sugar among the 
trusts. The tone of the market, however, showed 
a marked improvement over that of the past few 
days, being firm to strong after the first half hour, 
and the day’s business resulted in. marking 
higher prices for almost everything on 
the list of active stocks. The bears 
were early on hand this morning with a demon- 
stration against the general list, which had the 
appearance of hammering to cover up on, but the 
result of the drive was only fractional losses, and 
the support given was such that the attack was 
soon discontinued. There were signs that the 
pressure was to be changed fromthe coalers to 
the grangers,and some selling of St. Paul was 
done upon the story that the management had 
charged a larger amount to the capital aecount 
than it should have done. The decline in 
St. Paul, however, was measured by the 
smallest fractions, and other grangers were 
equally well held. Chairman Walker’s opinion 
upon Union Pacific—Northwestern alliance was 
again made to do duty again in those stocks, but 
Northwestern scarcely moved at all and suecess in 
Union Pacific was on same scale as that in St. 
Paul. Sugar was firm from the outset, traders be- 
ing prominent as .the buyers after the first 
drive. The market settled down 
to duliness and firmness, but late in the day, when 
covering in coal stocks become noticeable, the 
upward movement ali around become more pro- 
nounced, and material advances were scored all 
over the list. The specialties were less prominent 
for strength than usual of late, and Oregon Short 
Line was still weak, being the only stock to show 
a material loss at the close of business, 

The market finally closed dull but strong, and 
generally at the best prices of the day, though in 
all but two cases these were but fractionally better 
than last evening’s figures. Short Line is down 
1 per cent, but sugar rose 25g and Manhattan 15g, 
sales aggregated 177,000 shares listed and 34,000 
unlisted.

CLEVELAND, Ga., January 13.—Editors Consti- 
tution: The candidate for congrees, who is un- 
willing to take his chances before democratic 
primaries is unworthy to bear the democratic 
banner.

Democracy is worth contending for, and if it 
cannot be sustained with organization, then let us 
organize and do so on true principles,

subject die out lest we getup a controversy. Truth 
will never hurt from controversy. To stop now is 
to nominate the old way and be defeated. 

Let Mr. Pickett or any one else oppose the nom- 
inee of the democratic party, made by fair prima- 
ries, and he will be snowed under worse than 
* Billie Mahone’’ was in Virginia. 

A very large majority of the voters of the ninth 
are democrats, and allow all them to say who 
their candidates for congress shall be through 
primaries and they are satisfied. If it is at- 
tempted in any other way hundreds will have no 
votce in it, and will not feel favored by it, and 
the result will be an independent or a repub- 
lican clected.

People are beginning to realize that nickels, 
in sufficient quantities, amount to a good deal; 
and frem the friction of five cent pieces men 
have accumulated millions of silver and gold. 

‘‘Drop a nickel in the slot’’ and you can ride 
on the cars for several miles, along the most 
frequented streets of thé city. This was prob- 
ably the initiative step in the matter of drop- 
ping in the nimble nickels.

which was evidently written by one little accus-

The gov- 
ernor expected to find written on the pages a re- 
quest from some county admirer for his auto- 
graph, and as he picked the letter up there was a 
smile on his lips.

The letter was the plea of a fellow-being for 
mercy, but the untutored eloquence of the words 
showed a depth of loneliness and misery, which 
fortunately rarely exists, evén in the peniten- 
tiary.

Oh, God, [| am at 
present feeling as if 1 am an outcast to the world.

General, I have no 
mother, no sister, no brother, no father and no 
one but the Creator of the heavens and the 
earth with yourself included to look to 
to do me —_ xood while here on earth. I remain, 
sir. 1 would have written to you before, but I was 
under the impression that no living soul on earth 
cared forme. But I was taught by the cpirit of 
the er pes Ruler to write you these lines. 
sir. Of all my long, wearisome years in prison, 
nineteen years and two months, [ have not re- 
ceived a Single line of handwriting since I have 
been here, and I beg of you to please do write me 
one line that I may rejoice, sir. If you won’t par- 
don me, please commute my sentence to twenty 
years. Your unknown servant, 
CHARLES Ramsey. 

The governor's heart was touched and he im- 
mediately wrote a letter to Ramsey in which he 
gave such hope as was possible and assured him 
that he was not altogether forgotten as he feared. 
Ramsey will receive the governor’s reply to- 
morrow and forthe first time in twenty years he 
will be made happy by hearing from the outside
